The popular Idea of a cannibal seems 


to be abant as far removed from reali- 
ty as any Meat can be, according to the 
i*port of A. E. Pratt, a distingiiisUert 
Jiaglish naturalist, who has just re- 
torned Iran a two year** sojourn 
•move ctntobal tribes In BritUh New 
Guiaan. 


During bit stay among tbe aborig- 


ines of Papua, New Guinea, where 
Mr. Pratt had goue in search of trat- 
Urfliee, he found the savages -were 


within slgbt of eHiUzation, although 
onee in nwhlleTtiey would kill, cook 


hunters, 
.Immediately then; *i ., great excite- 
saenl ia his eaup, fur u.^ \eudbiia Is 
practiced among the»e puopie. A life 
fur a life la their cry, although penoft* 
ID other parts of ihu norid who echo 
the cry make oUlms to cJvUixaUoa. 
Tbo brother cf thtf murdered niau »wn- 
moned t:: t£c otlrfr riiiiit-ers and liea 
went to Mr. Pratt with a demand for 
guns to shoot the enemy. This demand 
was refused, and the Tillage was noisy 
and «xctt.e4 all day on account of the 
refusal. 


There was reaaon to believe that a 


long war between the tribes would fol- 
low, when the third day ar> "missajy 
frotp the tribe that had eaten one of Mr. 
Fiali't. servants arrived on a mission 
of peace. They seemed to fear that 
perhapi they had been wrong and 
wanted to make reparation. Reparti- 
tion was figured out to be one pig toe 
the man who was slain and eaten. 
This magnificent offer was accepted by 
the brother of thp victim and by the 
villagers. So the pig was brought, wa» 
killed, roasted and eaten at a great 
feast, uad the Incident was closed. 


Another experience with the canni- 


bals it.-;I u> toe lot of Mr. Prjitt's son, a 
youth of eighteen. He bad sent to a 
distant part of the island to get sup- 
plies. He had learned the language 
and knew the habits of the people, bat 
his route day through a hostile region. 
On his way oat he experienced no dif- 
ficulty, but on the return Journey he 
and his perty were stopped by the hogr 
tile tribe with a demand for one of 
their boys to toe killed and eatetk This 
came about through a report which 
had reached them that one of the hos- 
tile tribe had been killed. Consequent- 
ly they would not feel satfe&ei until 
they had feasted off a member of the 
tribe which had caused his death. 


It was a crucial test for a youngster 


of eighteen to undergo; but, being well 
armed, young Pratt parleyed with'-the 
man eaters and persuaded them to 
abandon their demand.

The Mota-Moto, who inhaait Hood's 


bay, are known as tbe piebald tribe 
owing to the peculiar marks upon their 
bodies. They are one of the raysi*ri*s 
of New Guinea, and their hooees, 
which are built upon an open wooden 
framework, are just a* cttrtoo* as they 
are. They use A slanting pole as a 
stusrway, and some of the houses even

race, ^bttr a^re split up into tribes, and 
each ttioe IS djruJn divided iuto vil- 
lanes, the largest joS which occasionally 
constets of thirty "Bouses, or thirty fam- 
tltes. These vilhiges are alvays slt- 
jtated oa tbe ridges of mountains', and 
tfce system of tribal role Is patriarchal, 
but there te a Iteadman to each village, 
vho exercises a certain limited author- 
ity over the families. In the case of 
marriages, however, the chief po-wer 1& 
In Uie hands of the father of the fam- 
ily. 


Although they t^re polygamists, it is 


seldom that a Papuan hag more than 
two wives. He is permitted by custom 
to have as many as he can support, but 
such IB tbe poverty among them that 
he is a magnate indeed *vho can hare 
In big train more than two wives. 


There Is only a comparatively narrow 


strait separating New Guinea from 
Australia, but tbe Papuans are not 
only higUer in tbe human scale than 
the Australian blocks, bnt they do not 
practice some of tbe revolting initiato- 
ry rites which are common with the 
Australian aborigines. In stature the 
Papuans are, especially the inouutaln- 
6«w,»of flats physique. In a awamp 
near F5rt Kortwuy there was found on 
amphibious tribe which displays a most 
wonder'u' 2\emplificatioh of the law of 
adaptation, lieing web footed

"After a stay of some months at 


Mount Kebca," said Sir Pratt, "I was 
anxious to push failbci on into the in- 
terior, but found njy&elf absolutely 
without beads, which are tbe Journey 
money of tbe Papuan tribe*. It would 
have delayed me too long to nave wait- 
ed for the return of my njawengerg, 
who had been aont to the coast for a 
further supply, so I accordingly bit 
upon the expedient of trying how far 
my ci<edlt with tbe natives would go 
1 called the tribe—men, •women aud 
children—together, and in a lengthy 
harangue I explained the situation to 
them. 


"FlwUiy I asked them If they would 


lend m* their b«ads, wWch every one 
»f them wore on bis or b*r person ID 
considerable profusion, promising to 
pay them double the quantity.

They are, 
ho\fcv cr, treated with great considera- 
tion by the men, Whose duty it Is to 
guard and protect the women aud to 
do tbe hunting and fishing necessary 
to keep tbe family larder property 
stocked. Tbe chief substance of t£e 
Papuans apart from game and Of 
course an occasional enemy are yams, 
taros and bananas. Tc«s& are usually 
gro'Yrs some little distance from the 
villages The ground is failed by tae 
young women, who are secured against 
attack by a guard of young warriiHS.
